This co ngressio nal ac­ 
tio n. he said, withdrew fro m the 
judiciary any pre-ex isting po wer 
to grant injunctiv e relief against 
cuts. 
J ustice Clark, in • dissenting

knell to barge transpo rtatio n o n 
the Tennessee Riv er.” 
Chief J ustice Warren and J us­ 
tice Black jo ined in Clark’s dis­ 
sent.

New Approach on Drug Racket 


Federal narcotics laws in the U n i t e d 
States have as their major fault that t h e y 
do not adequately discriminate between 
“victims” of drug addiction and the “cul­ 
prits” who prey upon the victims. 
The President’s Advisory Commission 
on Narcotic and Drug Abuse has issued a 
report containing a list of recommenda­ 
tions for law changes. These appear to be 
a i rn e d in the right direction. In addi­ 
tion, the commission urges a coordinated 
federal attack on illicit drug traffic. 
Present 
federal 
narcotic 
laws 
pro­ 
vide for mandatory minimum sentences 
(two years in jail and $20,000 fine) w i t h 
probation, parole and suspended sentenc­ 
es permitted only for first offenders. This, 
the commission contends, deprives courts 


of the discretion needed to bring about re­ 
form of drug addicts. If t h e r e is no 
hope of parole, the drug user has no incen­ 
tive for rehabilitation. 
The commission recommends that pos-1 
session of narcotics where there is no in-' 
tention to sell these be punished with inde­ 
terminate sentences and parole and pro­ 
bation be a l l o w e d if a defendant wall 
undergo treatment. But the commission 
recommends continuation of strict penal­ 
ties a g a i n s t peddlers, importers and 
wholesalers — while mounting a 
major 
campaign to wipe out the traffic in dope. 
Other nations, notably Britain, have 
used this approach to virtually eliminate 
drug addiction as a national problem. It 
mav be worth a trv in the United States.
